Ex-deputy 
held  in 
slayings 

A  20-year  veteran  of  the 
Wayne  County  Sheriffs  De¬ 
partment  is  being  held  for 
murdering  two  people  near 
Phoenix,  Ariz.,  one  of  whom 
was  his  ex-wife. 

Gary  McKeon  is  being 
held  without  bond  for  the 
murders  of  his  ex-wife  and 
her  husband  of  less  than  six 
months. 

Police  say  McKeon,  a  for¬ 
mer 'Westland  resident, 
walked  into  the  backyard  of 
the  home  of  the  woman’s 
relatives  and  used  a  small 
caliber  handgun  to  shoot 
the  victims  once  each.  The 
man  was  dead  at  the  scene, 
while  McKeon’s  ex-wife 
died  at  a  nearby  hospital. 

McKeon  was  arrested  at 
his  home  in  Phoenix  the 
next  day  without  incident. 
Authorities  were  searching 
his  home  for  clues  when  he 
reportedly  walked  up  to  the 
officers  and  surrendered. 

The  Wayne  County  Sher¬ 
iff’s  Department  reported 
that  McKeon  worked  for  the 
department  from  1972  to 
1992  before  retiring.  He  and 
his  family  reportedly  moved 
to  Phoenix  shortly  after,  and 
the  couple  obtained  a  di¬ 
vorce  last  year. 

Authorities  said  McKeon 
is  expected  to  be  bound 
over  for  trial  on  murder 
charges. 

Archery

Romulus  streets  quiet  Friday  afternoon 


The  streets  of  downtown  Ro¬ 
mulus  were  quiet  on  Friday  af¬ 
ternoon. 

With  road  work  on  Goddard 
still  unfinished,  traffic  was 
sparse  along  the  cross  streets 
and  not  even  the  sound  of  a 
bulldozer  disturbed  the  quiet. 

Apparently  the  rainy  morn¬ 
ing  cut  short  the  work  week, 
and  construction  vehicles 
were  parked  along  the  road, 
and  a  few  pedestrians  strag¬ 
gled  across  the  newly  paved  - 
but  roped  off  --  street  and 
climbed  up  the  muddy  em¬ 
bankment  to  visit  the  shops. 

Barber  Paul  Filek  said  his 
customers  were  still  able  to 
find  their  way  into  his  shop, 
but  said  he  hoped  that  work 
will  be  completed  soon. 

“Good  customers  keep  on 


coming,  but  it’s  difficult  with 
the  mud  and  dust,”  Filek  said. 

“Every  month  we  hear  that 
the  work  will  be  done  soon,” 
Filek  said. 

Seated  in  the  barber’s  chair, 
Cass  Kasperek  noted  that  busi¬ 
ness  people  are  “doing  what 
we  can  to  survive  the  extended 
inconvenience.” 

Kasperek  said  the  road  con¬ 
struction  has  placed  hardships 
on  the  elderly  wjio  must  navi¬ 
gate  over  the  rough  terrain. 

“I  saw  a  90-year-old  man 
downtown  who  had  problems 
getting  into  the  pharmacy,”  Ka¬ 
sperek  said. 

Five  months  ago,  the  Kozy 
Korner  restaurant  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  a  new  owner,  known 
as  “Elvis”  to  his  customers. 

“I  worked  hard  fixing  the 
place  up  and  building  up  cus¬ 


tomers  and  then  the  construc¬ 
tion  started,”  Elvis  said. 

“I  get  business  from  the 
other  people  who  work  down¬ 
town  and  some  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  workers,  but  I’ve  lost  the 
customers  who  had  to  travel  a 
long  distance  - 1  think  they  are 
afraid  they’ll  get  caught  in  a 
traffic  jam  during  the  lunch 
hour  and  won’t  be  able  to  get 
back  on  time,”  he  said. 

“Lunch  business  is  OK  but  I 
don’t  have  the  breakfast  busi¬ 
ness  that  I  used  to  have,”  he 
said.  “They  keep  saying  ‘next 
month,  next  month,’  but  so  far 
there’s  no  end  to  it.” 

Regular  customers  like  Bill 
Manning  of  Romulus  continue 
to  drop  in  at  the  Kozy  Korner, 
who  says  he  will  keep  on  doing 
business  downtown. 


Cornett  heads  adult  school

The  symbolic  revolving  door 
at  the  Romulus  Community 
School  Administration  Office 
has  been  really  spinning  in  re¬ 
cent  weeks,  as  Human  Re¬ 
sources  Director  Sam 
LaMonica  tries  to  get  his  start¬ 
ing  1997-  98  line-up  set  at  least 
on  paper  before  school  opens 
on  Sept.  3. 

LaMonica  confirmed  the 
middle  of  last  week  that  Wick 
School  Principal  Earl  Cornett 
would  take  over  as  Adult  Com¬ 
munity  School  director. 

Cornett  is  replacing  Mike 
Teasdale,  who  is  leaving  to¬ 
morrow  to  assume  the  princi¬ 
pal  post  at  Trenton  High 
School. 

Cornett  has  been  employed 
by  the  Romulus  Community 
Schools  since  1978  and  filled 
numerous  roles  (instructor, 
counselor,  program  supervisor 
of  the  senior  citizen  classes) 
from  1983  to  1995. 

He  had  been  Wick  School

principal  since  1995. 

No  replacement  has  been 
named  at  Wick  School, 
LaMonica  said,  and  it  could  be 
a  month  or  more  before  an  in¬ 
terim  principal  replacement 
will  be  selected. 

But  LaMonica  has  hired 
three  coordinators  to  fill  new 
posts  that  had  been  recom¬ 
mended  by  Teasdale,  before 
his  unexpected  departure. 

The  trio  includes  Kathleen 


Jackson,  who  will  coordinate 
the  alternate  high  school  pro¬ 
gram  for  both  Romulus  and 
Van  Buren  school  districts; 
Sharmin  Spiesek,  who  will  co¬ 
ordinate  the  adult  education 
and  GED  program  for  those  20 
years  of  age  and  older  and 
Shannon  Matuska,  who  will  co¬ 
ordinate  the  alternate  middle 
school  and  community  educa¬ 
tion  programs. 

Jacobson  and  Spiesek  will 
earn  $44,000  each  and  Matuska 
will  be  paid  $40,000. 

Two  recently  hired  teachers 
also  announced  their  resigna¬ 
tions,  LaMonica  said.  Karen 
Valiquette,  a  Middle  School 
English  teacher  hired  last 
year,  revealed  she  will  not  re¬ 
turn  and  Alexandra  Cooper, 
who  was  hired  this  summer  to 
fill  the  role  of  Middle  School 
social  studies  teacher  said  she 
has  accepted  employment 
elsewhere. 

Various  school  secretaries 
also  are  being  switched  within 
the  school  district,  LaMonica 
said. 


Knasiak 

mayor’s

Leo  Knasiak  Jr.,  a  53-year- 
old  Ford  Motor  Co.  employee, 
thinks  he  has  a  better  idea. 

How  about  a  different 
mayor  for  the  first  time  in  two 
decades? 

During  his  canvassing  of  Ro¬ 
mulus  homes,  Knasiak  said 
earlier  one  of  the  most  asked 
questions  was  “why  have  we 
had  only  two  candidates  to 
choose  from  in  the  past  20 
years?”  The  citizens  were  re¬ 
ferring  to  current  Mayor  Will¬ 
iam  Oakley  and  former  Mayor 
Beverly  McAnally. 

Knasiak  (pronounced  Nay- 
z-ak)  is  making  only  his  second 
try  for  political  office  and  un¬ 
like  others  he  has  decided  to 
start  at  the  top  of  the  political 
hill  in  Romulus. 

Back  in  the  80’s  Knasiak 
said  he  challenged  the  incum¬ 
bent  treasurer  in  Canton 
Township  and  lost  a  hard 
fought  battle  by  18  votes. 

Knasiak  feels  that  now  he 
*  can  outdistance  Oakley,  be¬ 
cause  he  is  more  than  10  years 
younger  and  has  a  different 
perception  on  where  he  would 
like  to  see  Romulus  be  four 
years  from  now. 

In  addition,  “if  I  am  elected 
I  would  be  the  first  mayor  with 
a  college  degree,”  Knasiak 
stated  proudly  on  Monday. 

Comparing  the  private  sec¬ 
tor  to  the  public  (political)  sec¬ 
tor,  Knasiak  said,  advanced 
education  is  a  priority  in  to¬ 
day’s  business  world  and 
should  be  considered  so  in 
politics  also. 

“In  past  decades  a  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  was  enough  to  get 
most  jobs.  But  in  places  like 
Ford  Motor  Co.,  they  now  are 
looking  for  master’s  degrees  or 
better  for  salaried  personnel,” 
Knasiak  said. 

Knasiak  has  earned  a  Bach¬ 
elor  of  Arts  degree  from  East¬ 
ern  Michigan  University  and 
currently  is  employed  as  a  con¬ 
signed  stock  representative  in 
the  Ford  Inventory  Planning 
Department  that  oversees  $200 
million  worth  of  auto  industry 
inventory  for  Ford. 

While  starting  late  in  the 
primary  battle,  Knasiak 
charges  that  the  Oakley  admin¬ 
istration  is  plagued  by  “crony¬ 
ism  and  nepotism.” 

He  faces  Oakley  and  first 
time  political  seeker  Theodore 
“Larry”  Romak,  father-in-law 
of  current  Romulus  Council 
woman  Deborah  Romak,  in  the 
Sept.  9  primary. 

Knasiak  needs  to  beat  ei¬ 
ther  Oakley  or  Romak  to  enter 
the  general  election  for  mayor 
in  November. 

A  small  turnout  is  expected 
in  the  primary  for  mayor  and 
treasurer  candidates  and  Ro- 
mak’s  entry  could  confuse 
some  voters  who  might  think 
they  are  voting  for  the  council 
woman. 

But  Knasiak  hopes  to  limit 
the  confusion  with  an  ex¬ 
tended  media  play  between 


“Residents’  concerns  will 
be  my  number  one  issue,”  he 
vowed.  “And  that  is  why  I  feel 
downtown  merchants  need 
some  kind  of  rebate  for  the 
punishment  they  have  suf¬ 
fered  in  the  Goddard  road 
work  project,”  the  candidate 
added. 

Knasiak  also  said  he  would 
be  surprised  if  the  Goddard 
road  project  is  actually  fin¬ 
ished  before  next  year. 

The  mayoral  candidate  also 
complained  he  didn’t  know 
why  Oakley  never  attended 
Conference  of  Western  Wayne 
meetings  so  that  he  could  con¬ 
fer  with  his  follow  mayors  and 
city/township  leaders. 

Voters  are  reminded  that 
this  year’s  election  results  will 
last  four  years,  and  thus  Knas¬ 
iak  urged  them  to  be  aware  of 
election  issues  early  on.

now  and  Sept.  9  and  then 
hopes  to  take  some  time  off 
from  his  job  that  includes  ex¬ 
tensive  traveling  to  campaign 
heavier. 

With  the  firing  of  these 
opening  campaign  guns,  Knas¬ 
iak  complains  that  Oakley  has 
not  presented  a  leadership  po¬ 
sition  and  questions  his  selec¬ 
tion  of  department  heads. 

“Romulus  needs  a  new  vi¬ 
sion  to  grow  in  the  millen¬ 
nium,”  Knasiak  charges,  “and 
as  mayor  I  hope  to  offer  that 
new  vision  with  vitality.” 

Talking  to  Romulus  resi¬ 
dents  alerts  me  to  the  fact  that 
they  feel  they  are  not  getting 
back  a  dollar’s  value  for  every 
dollar  they  spend  in  taxes,  he 
said. 


Road  improvements  slated  next

Major  road  resurfacing 
plans  for  Eureka,  Inkster  and 
Middlebelt  roads  in  Romulus 
are  planned  in  the  next  three 
years  as  part  of  a  $60  million  ' 
countywide  roadway  project, 
Wayne  County  Executive  Ed 
McNamara  revealed  last  week. 

Other  Romulus  related  up¬ 
grades  include  the  planned 
paving  of  current  gravel 
roads--Hannan  and  Pennsyl¬ 


vania. 

McNamara  said  that  the 
new  county  initiative  called 
Partnership  ‘98  will  be  funded 
by  bonds  that  he  claims  will  be 
repaid  “without  increasing 
taxes.” 

A  study  states  that  there  are 
141  miles  of  primary  roads  in 
Wayne  County  that  are  rated  as 
“poor  or  very  poor”  condition 
and  212  miles  rated'  only  as 
“fair.” 

That  public  revalation  is  no 
surprise  to  most  Western 


Wayne  motorists.  However  the 
study  also  states  that  there  are 
100  miles  listed  as  “good”  and 
243  as  “very  good”  within  the 
county. 

There  also  are  24  miles  of 
unpaved  roadways  that  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  paved  “with  the 
full  participation  of  local  com¬ 
munities”  in  the  next  three 
years,  McNamara  said. 

Rather  than  continue  to  re¬ 
patch  Wayne  County’s  crum¬ 
bling  road  system,  McNamara 
said,  it  was  decided  to  create 


the  above  plan  that  would 
have  the  county  absorb  two 
thirds  of  the  road  costs  and  the 
cities  (such  as  Romulus)  pay 
the  remaining  one  third  for  re¬ 
paving  of  low  and  moderate- 
traffic  roads. 

That  funding  ratio  would 
change  for  various  projects, 
such  as  paving  gravel  roads 
where  the  county  would  pay  80 
percent  of  the  construction 
and  100  percent  of  the  engineer¬ 
ing,  administration  and  contin¬ 
gency  costs,  while  the  cities 


fear 

would  pick  up  20  percent  of 
the  construction  costs. 

Of  the  listed  Romulus  re¬ 
lated  road  improvements,  it  is 
expected  the  city’s  share  will 
be  $280,700,  the  county  re¬ 
ported. 

County  Commissioner 
Bruce  Patterson  (R-Canton)  re¬ 
vealed  the  vote  on  the  compro- 
mise  road  package  was 
unanimous,  15-0. 

Like  most  compromises,

Longterm  plans  to  construct 
a  city  pool-recreation  building 
complex  are  about  to  be  initi¬ 
ated  in  coming  months  by  Ro¬ 
mulus  city  officials  and  the 
Romulus  School  District 
leaders.

At  this  point  no  community 
or  school  pool  is  located 
within  the  city  limits  of  Ro¬ 
mulus  and  many  residents 
have  expressed  an  interest  in 
creating  a  more  useful  recre¬ 
ational  building. 

Currently  both  the  city’s  rec¬ 
reational  department  and  se-

nior  citizen  center  are  located 
in  an  old  brick  building  on  Bi- 
bbins. 

City  officials  slowed  down 
efforts  projected  by  a  school 
district  leaders’  agenda  that 
included  such  items  as  select¬ 
ing  a  committee  chairman  and 
secretary,  etc.  and  setting  up 


guidelines  for  a  possible  fu¬ 
ture  bond  issue. 

But  committee  members  in 
attendance  set  up  the  city’s 
side  of  the  on-  going  committee 
to  include  Oakley,  David  Paul, 
director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works;  Richard  Marsh 
Jr.,  the  city’s  community  devel¬ 
opment  director;  David  Cox, 
Oakley’s  new  assistant;  and  De¬ 
bra  Hoffman,  the  city’s  finance 
officer  and  former  school 
trustee. 

Named  to  represent  the 
schools  were  Bedell,  Joel  Carr, 
assistant  superintendent;  Art 
McPharlin,  the  school’s  tech¬ 
nology  and  public  relations  of¬ 
ficer;  and  Julie  Oleszkowicz, 
president  of  the  school  board. 

Oleszkowicz  also  will  add 
another  school  representative, 
possibly  another  school  board 
member  to  the  committee. 


A  citizens  unit  also  may  be 
added  to  the  planning  struc¬ 
ture. 

The  two  sides  agreed  to  a 
monthly  set  of  meetings  follow¬ 
ing  the  planned  Aug.  28  ses- 
sion  at  the  school 
administration  office. 

Location  of  the  future  meet¬ 
ings  will  alternate  between  the 
school  office  and  City  Hall. 

A  number  of  side  issues  also 
were  discussed  last  week  such 
as  the  possible  use  of  school 
buses  for  citizen  transporta¬ 
tion  needs  during  the  hours 
the  buses  are  not  being  used 
for  students,  a  joint  newsletter 
to  keep  citizens  abreast  of  city- 
school  activities,  etc.  and  fu¬ 
ture  policing  plans  throughout 
the  schools  and  city. 

Cox  has  been  named  ten¬ 
tatively  to  keep  the  press 
aware  of  committee  actions.

The  Wayne  Civitans  have 
been  a  part  of  Wayne  since 
1959. 

“They  are  one  of  our  stron¬ 
ger  and  better  clubs,”  said  Jen¬ 
nifer  Williams,  public 
relations  manager  Civitan  In-  ' 
temational. 

“They  were  nominated  for 
performing  outstanding  ser¬ 
vice  on  the  local  level,”  she 
said. 

The  Civitan’s  goal  is  to  help 
people  with  mental  retarda¬ 
tion  and  other  developmental 
disabilities.  They  fund  the  Civ¬ 
itan  International  Research 
Center,  a  research  and  treat¬ 
ment  facility  for  MR/DD  lo¬ 
cated  at  the  University  of 
Alabama. 


Williams  said  the  facility 
opened  in  1992.  They  have 
been  involved  in  a  folic  acid 
and  zinc  oxide  studies  on  preg¬ 
nant  women  to  help  prevent 
disabilities  in  newborns. 

Last  year  the  center  treated 
3200  patients  on  an  out  patient 
basis.  Williams  said  a  lot  of 
doctors  come  to  the  center  to 
study  and  go  back  to  their  com¬ 
munities  to  practice  what  they 
have  learned. 

They  help  children  like 
Elizabeth,  a  6-year-old  with  ce¬ 
rebral  palsy.  She  is  a  very  in¬ 
telligent  child  who  became 
frustrated  because  she 
couldn’t  communicate  with 
her  family,  Williams  said. 

The  center  provided  her 
with  a  voice  box  that  she  can 
program.  This  makes  it  possi¬ 
ble  for  her  to  have  a  conversa¬ 
tion  with  her  family. 

“The  center  is  a  tremendous 
help  to  patients,”  Williams 
said. 

There  are  1,200  Civitan 
clubs  worldwide.  Each  year 
they  raise  $1  million  for  the  re¬ 
search  center. 

The  Civitan  was  founded  in 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  in  1917  by 
Dr.  Courtney  W.  Shropshire.  It 
is  an  association  of  community 
service  clubs  with  nearly 
32,000  members.

I'm  sure  that  when  the  Wool- 
worth  store  closes  in  the  heart  of 
New  York  City,  Winifred  Alexan¬ 
der  will  be  moving  to  another 
lunch  counter  where  she'll  con¬ 
tinue  to  tell  her  stories  for  as  long  as  she's 
around. 

While  the  giant  Meijer,  Super  Kmart  and 
Wal-Mart  store  flourish,  the  old-fashioned 
dime  store  is  fading  from  the  scene,  replaced 
now  by  the  dollar  stores. 

Another  surprise  was  the  financial  prob¬ 
lems  at  Montgomery  Ward,  where  it  is  said 
poor  management  plunged  the  once  dynamic 
department  store  into  Chapter  11. 

For  a  start,  I  have  a  suspicion  that  the  de¬ 
partment  store  chain  replaced  all  of  its  "hip" 
women's  clothing  buyers  with  the  women  who 
had  stocked  the  racks  of  Moscow  department 
stores  before  the  Iron  Curtain  was  lifted. 
Apart  from  some  stylish  career  wear,  the  so- 
called  fashions  were  dowdy  and  uninspired. 

As  a  consumer,  I  can  add  my  own  thoughts 
on  the  demise  of  Ward.  Employee  numbers 
were  slashed  in  the  past  few  years  and  re¬ 
placed  by  the  "innovative"  island  check-outs 
here  and  there  in  the  stores.  The  islands  were 
staffed  by  mostly  inexperienced  clerks  who  al¬ 
so  rang  up  payments  on  credit  cards,  checked 
on  customer  complaints  and  stocked  racks  and 
shelves  in  their  spare  time.

1-75  trip  spurs  travel 

Trekking  to  Traverse  City  or  Mackinac  or 
Petoskey  is  an  annual  summer  "thing  to  do"  for 
most  of  us.  The  trip  up  1-75  can  be  done  in  3  to 
3-1/2  hours  if  there  are  no  delays,  but  typically 
these  days,  don't  expect  to  arrive  at  your  desti¬ 
nation  before  the  stopwatch  clicks  off  5  hours.

Although  I  passed  up -the  trip  to  Lima,  I  did 
visit  two  Ben  Franklin  stores  in  the  Thumb 
Area  during  my  vacation  this  summer  just  to 
refresh  my  memory  before  these  too  pass 
away  into  oblivion.  The- wooden  floors,  which 
squeak  as  the  customers  walk  on  them,  are 
something  you’ll  never  see  in  the  streamlined 
new  department  stores. 

On  a  trip  to  New  York  last  fall,  I  met  a  feisty 
80-year-old  woman  at  the  lunch  counter  of  the 
Woolworth  store  near  Macy's  and  we  had  a 
pleasant  chat  --  she  talking  and  I  listening.

8:15  p.m.  --  Someone  has  to  pee.  We  exit  at 
Grayling.  It's  Friday  night  and  the  one  lane 
through  town  is  jammed.  I  get  off  at  a  gas  sta¬ 
tion.  It  takes  three  minutes  to  get  back  onto 
the  same  road  that  I  exited  from.

I'll  enjoy  Saturday  and  then 
worry  all  day  Sunday  about  what  time  I  should 
head  back.  The  options  are  an  early  start  to 
avoid  traffic  or  a  very  late  departure  to  try  to 
do  the  same.

Tough  strategy

_  Governor  of  the  State  of  Michigan _ 

If  I  told  you  about  a  smart,  tough  crime¬ 
fighting  strategy  that  could  reduce  by  100,000 
the  number  of  violent  crimes  reported  in 
Michigan  over  a  five-year  period,  what  would 
your  reaction  be?  No  doubt,  you  would  proba¬ 
bly  waste  no  time  in  telling  me  to  carry  out 
that  plan  to  make  Michigan  safer. 

The  good  news  is  that  the  no-nonsense  plan 
I  referred  to  is  already  on  the  books  in  Michi¬ 
gan.  Since  1991,  I  have  signed  more  than  300 
bills  to  make  our  criminal  justice  system 
tougher,  smarter  and  more  effective. 

The  success  of  our  crime-fighting  strategy 
can  be  attributed  to  legislators  who  are  dedi¬ 
cated  to  lowering  crime  rates  in  Michigan. 

Our  crime-fighting  strategy  has  been  simple 
and  to-the-point  -  new  tools  for  police  and 
prosecutors,  stronger  penalties  for  violent,  ha¬ 
bitual  lawbreakers  and  probation,  prison  and 
parole  reforms  to  protect  the  public. 

The  number  of  state  troopers  patrolling 
Michigan  streets  and  highways  is  at  a  record 
high.  Just  as  important,  I’ve  made  it  a  top  pri¬ 
ority  to  give  our  law  enforcement  professio¬ 
nals  the  newest  and  most  sophisticated 
communications  and  forensic  technology  to 
identify  and  apprehend  dangerous  criminals. 
Indeed,  it  is  hard  working  men  and  women  in 
uniform  --  city  police,  county  deputies,  state 
troopers  -  on  the  front  lines  who  risk  their 
lives  to  protect  us,  and  they  all  deserve  our 
support  and  gratitude. 

Prosecutors  are  using  newly  enacted  inves¬ 
tigatory  subpoena  power,  laws  prohibiting 
racketeering  and  money  laundering  and  other 
new  weapons  to  dismantle  gangs,  take  down 
drug  dealers  and  get  more  convictions. 

In  January  1,  I  signed  legislation  that  will 
make  Michigan’s  sexual  offender  registration 
system  available  to  the  public  to  enable  par¬ 
ents  to  protect  their  children  from  sexual 
predators. 

I  also  signed  into  law  measures  to  ban  por¬ 
nography  in  prisons  to  curb  inmate  lawsuits

that  are  costing  Michigan  taxpayers  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars.  At  the  same  time,  re¬ 
forms  of  our  parole  system  and  stricter  super¬ 
vision  have  dramatically  reduced  the  number 
of  parolees  who  commit  new  crimes. 

The  results  of  our  strategy  have  been  just  as 
dramatic.  In  fact,  the  rate  of  violent  crime  in 
Michigan  is  down  -  down  five  years  in  a  row  to 
the  lowest  level  in  25  years.  Let’s  take  a  look  at 
the  drop  in  serious  crimes  in  1996  alone: 

•  murder  and  rape  --  down  a  combined  19.8 
percent; 

•  aggravated  assault  -  down  8.4  percent; 

•  burglary  and  robbery  -  down  a  combined 
9  percent; 

The  residents  of  Wayne  County  have  the 
right  to  feel  safer  these  days.  For  example, 
murder  was  down  8.6  percent,  robbery  fell  4.5 
percent,  and  aggravated  assault  declined  2.5 
percent. 

Michigan’s  solid  progress  forward  in  the 
war  on  crime  and  drugs  is  encouraging,  but 
there  is  still  much  work  we  can  do  to  help. 
Michigan  families  and  children  be  safer  -  in 
their  homes,  schools  and  neighborhoods. 

I  am  especially  concerned  about  the  rise  in 
juvenile  crime.  That’s  why  I  pushed  hard  for 
our  state  legislature  to  enact  the  nation’s 
toughest  reforms  to  crack  down  on  violent  ju¬ 
venile  offenders. 

The  juvenile  justice  reforms  we  passed  last 
year  represent  a  simple  reality  -  that  juvenile 
offenders  who  prey  on  innocent  victims  are  no 
longer  children  and  cannot  be  treated  as  chil¬ 
dren.  There  must  be  consequences  -  severe 
consequences  -  for  violent,  irresponsible,  im¬ 
moral  behavior. 

We’ve  lowered  the  age  at  which  juvenile 
offenders  can  be  tried  as  adults  and  targeted 
violent  crimes  for  adult  prosecution.

Justin  Huish,  1996  Olympic 
double-gold  medalist  from 
Semi  Valley,  Ca.,  captured  the 
men’s  recurve  division  title  at 
the  first  ever  U.S.  Open  elim¬ 
ination  round,  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  U.S.  National 
Target  Championships  in  Can¬ 
ton.

Elephants  take  over  Cranbrook 


A  herd  of  elephants  has 
taken  over  Cranbrook  Institute 
of  Science. 

“Elephants!,”  the  summer 
blockbuster  exhibit  which  ex¬ 
amines  the  evolution  of  ele¬ 
phants  over  40  million  years, 
runs  through  Sept.  1. 

Using  hands-on  displays  as 
well  as  multi-media  and 
problem-solving  stations,  “Ele¬ 
phants!”  provides  a  highly  en¬ 
tertaining  experience  for 
visitors.  The  exhibit  utilizes 
realistic,  full-scale  models, 
spectacular  skeletons  and  col¬ 
orful  visuals,  coupled  with 
electronic  displays  supported 
by  audio  and  video  presenta¬ 
tions.  Authentic  artifacts  and 
fossils  as  well  as  a  variety  of 
components  designed  to  in¬ 
crease  public  awareness  about 
elephants  conservation  efforts 
add  to  the  experience  as  well. 

The  exhibit,  produced  by 
Potomac  Museum  Group,  is 
stopping  at  Cranbrook  as  part 
of  a  national  tour. 

It  traces  the  lineage  of  the 
modern  elephant  in  part 
through  the  use  of  mounted 
skeletons  cast  from  original 
specimens.  Some  of  the  fea¬ 
tured  skeletons  include: 


•  The  Hebior  Mammoth  - 
Discovered  in  1994  in  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  it  is  one  of  the  world’s  most 
noted  woolly  mammoths. 
Killed  and  butchered  by  Paleo 
Indians,  it  stands  11  feet  high. 

•  Dwarf  Mammoth  --  Seem¬ 
ingly  an  oxymoron,  this  is  the 
smallest  and  most  complete 
specimen  of  an  enigmatic 
group.

They  did  sponsor  a  team 
last  year.  They  have  more  stu¬ 
dents  participating  but  the  dis¬ 
trict  did  not  want  to  leave  out 
students  from  Wayne  who 
wanted  to  participate  in  the 
sport. 

According  to  MHSAA  poli¬ 
cies,  cooperative  programs  can 
be  formed  between  two  or 
more  high  schools  when  com¬ 
bined  enrollment  does  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  maximum  for  a  Class 
B  school. 


Schools  may  conduct  coop¬ 
erative  programs  in  sports 
which  are  only  sponsored  by 
250  or  fewer  schools. 

These  sports  include:  Boys 
swimming,  ice  hockey  and  ski¬ 
ing  and  girls  swimming,  soccer, 
golf,  skiing,  competitive  cheer¬ 
ing  and  gymnastics. 

Approval  of  applications 
are  based  on  lack  of  numbers 
of  students  to  support  a  pro¬ 
gram,  lack  of  qualified  coach¬ 
ing  staff  and  lack  of  facilities. 

One  question  the  board 
brought  up  was  uniforms  -  will 
Wayne  students  wear  John 
Glenn  uniforms  or  as  Trustee 
Ed  Turner  said  will  a  “striped 
rocket”  be  invented?

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1 5th  annual  Crop  Walk  slated  Oct.  5

Hundreds  of  Christian 
walkers  will  gather  for  the  15th 
time  on  Oct  5  to  raise  critically 
needed  funds  for  the  hungry  in 
the  Belleville/Romulus  area  as 
well  as  those  around  the 
world. 

The  walkers,  both  young 
and  old,  will  begin  gathering 
outside  the  Community  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Romulus 
shortly  after  noon  that  Sunday 
in  prepration  for  beginning 
the  6.2  mile  trek  to  the  Trinity 
Episcopal  Church  in  Van 
Buren  Township  about  1:15 
p.m. 

Prospective  walkers  are 
urged  to  contact  offices  at  ei¬ 
ther  church,  or  any  of  the  other 
Christian  churches  involved  in 
sponsoring  the  walk. 

The  other  churches  include: 
(in  Belleville)  St.  Anthony’s 
Catholic  Church,  First  United 
Methodist,  Belleville  Pre¬ 
sbyterian  and  the  Belleville 
Church  of  God  and  in  Sumpter 
Township,  the  Sumpter 
Church  of  God  and  Faith 
United  Methodist  Church. 

Last  year  over  300  persons 
took  part  and  raised  over 
$20,000,  including  25  percent 
that  was  designated  to  area 
organizations— such  as  the  Be¬ 
lleville  Emergency  Food 
Closet,  St  Vincent  de  Paul  of 
Belleville  and  the  Helping 
Hand  Thrift  Store  of  Romulus. 

A  good  deal  of  the  money 
raised  by  the  1996  Crop  Walk 
was  used  to  aid  Americans  hit 
hard  by  the  1996-97  floods  and 
other  calamities  through  the 
Church  World  Service  group. 


Last  year  the  walkers  were 
inspired  by  the  efforts  of  Step¬ 
hanie  Smith,  who  took  part  de¬ 
spite  limited  to  crutches,  and 
6-year-old  Nicki  Ward  (who 
was  the  final  walker  to  finish). 

Van  Buren  and  Romulus  po¬ 
lice  officers  helped  keep  the 
walkers  secure  along  the  route 
and  volunteer  “pick-up” 
drivers  helped  those  who  ran 
out  of  energy  or  had  blisters 
limit  their  walking  efforts. 

Crop  Walk  coordinator  Fa¬ 
ther  John  Hagan  of  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Church  declared  earlier 
this  week  “this  is  the  only  ac¬ 
tivity  that  so  many  churches 
participate  in  together.” 

Hagan  revealed  “in  the  past 
we  always  waited  until  after 
Labor  Day  to  begin  recruiting 
walkers.  But  we’ve  grown  so 
big  and  there  is  so  much  en¬ 
thusiasm  that  we’ve  now  star¬ 
ted  in  the  middle  of  August.” 

He  added  “it  is  always  a  joy 
to  see  so  many  persons  work¬ 
ing  so  hard  to  fight  the  evil  of 
hunger.  Every  year  we  have  a 
new  hero,  who  steps  forward  to 
give  us  new  energy. 

“Last  year  it  was  Stephanie 
and  Nicki  and  members  of  two 
new  participating  churches,” 
Hagan  said. 

Political  leaders  such  as 
Van  Buren  Supervisor  Helen 
Foster,  Romulus  Mayor  Will¬ 
iam  Oakley,  County  Commis¬ 
sioner  Bruce  Patterson  and 
State  Sen.  Loren  Bennett  have 
already  given  the-  Crop  Walk 
effort  their  support. 

So  have  dozens  of  non-profit 
organizations  and  area  busi¬ 
nesses,  Hagan  added. 

The  Episcopal  leader  also 
cited  the  addition  last  year  of 


Hanna  Anthony  as  a  co¬ 
coordinator. 

Hagan  concluded  by  declar¬ 
ing  “we  believe  that  the  power 
behind  us  is  far  greater  than 


the  challenge  before  us!”

Zebra  mussels  blamed  for  odor  in  water 


Compounds  created  by  metabolites  of  algae 
can  cause  problems  even  when  present  in  very 
low  parts  per  trillion  concentrations. _ 


The  Detroit  Water  and  Sew¬ 
erage  Department  (DWSD)  has 
determined  that  the  filtering 
action  of  the  zebra  mussels 
found  in  the  Great  Lakes  is  the 
source  of  the  recent  taste  and 
odor  problems  in  the  water. 

The  Filtering  action  of  the 
mussels  stimulates  algae 
growth.  Compounds  created  by 
metabolites  of  algae  can  cause 
problems  even  when  present 
in  very  low  parts  per  trillion 
concentrations.  These  metabo¬ 


lites  do  not  pose  a  health  risk, 
but  may  be  offensive  to  those 
with  a  keen  sense  of  taste  or 
smell. 

James  E.  Heath,  Assistant 
Director  of  Water  Operations 
reports  that  on  Friday,  July  25, 


the  DWSD  began  feeding  pow¬ 
dered  activated  carbon  in  an 
attempt  to  mitigate  any  taste  or 
odor  present.  On  Tuesday,  July 
29,  a  Flavor  Profile  Analysis 
team  met  and  evaluated  the 
raw  and  finished  water  at  the 


Belle  Isle  Intake,  but  not  at  the 
other  intakes.  Previous  experi¬ 
ence  shows  that  the  taste  in 
raw  water  can  intensify  as  wa¬ 
ter  flows  through  the  distribu¬ 
tion  system. 

The  complaints  parallel 
those  observed  every  summer 
for  the  past  six  or  seven  years. 
However,  Health  adds,  there  is 
no  way  to  determine  if  this 
problem  will  intensify,  dimin¬ 
ish,  or  extend  into  a  period  of 
several  weeks.

Dear  Betty , 

My  garden  is  bursting  with 
enormous  zucchini.  Help! 

Boise ,  ID 

Ahh.  the  abundant  zucchini 
harvest...  it’s  the  only  time  of 
year  I  keep  my  doors  locked.  If 
you  still  haVe  zucchini  on  the  vine, 
you've  waited  too  long.  Harvest  zucchini 
when  they're  no  more  than  5  inches 
long — usually  about  mid-July  to  early  . 
August  in  most  areas,  when  the  seeds  are 
still  tender  and  the  flavor  at  its  peak. 

Your  best  bet  is  to  use  the  oversize 
squash  as  a  container  similar  to  the  way 
a  hollowed  watermelon  might  be  used  to 
hold  fruit.  Slice  off  the  top.  scoop  out 
the  flesh  and  brush  inside  with  a  lemon- 
oil  mixture,  then  fill  with  salads  or 
crudites.  Or  immerse  in  boiling  water 
until  nearly  tender  and  fill  with  hot 
foods  like  rice  or  ground  meat  mixtures. 

For  a  spicy,  frosted  cakelike  zucchini 
treat,  try  this  recipe.  It's  well  suited  to 
freezing,  either  before  or  after  being 
frosted. 

SPICED  ZUCCHINI  SQUARES 
1  1/4  cups  packed  brown  sugar 
1/2  cup  margarine  or  butter, 
softened 

2  teaspoons  vanilla 
2  eggs 

2  cups  all-purpose  flour 
2  teaspoons  baking  soda 
1  teaspoon  ground  cinnamon 
1/2  teaspoon  ground  nutmeg 
1/4  teaspoon  ground  cloves 
1  1/2  cups  shredded  zucchini 
1  cup  golden  raisins 
1  cup  chopped  nuts,  if  desired 
Cream  Cheese  Frosting 


Heat  oven  to  350°.  Grease 
rectangular  pan,  13x9x2  inches. 
Mix  brown  sugar,  margarine, 
vanilla  and  eggs  thoroughly  in 
Targe  bowl.  Stir  in  flour,  baking 
soda,  cinnamon,  nutmeg  and 
cloves;  stir  in  zucchini,  raisins 
and  nuts.  Spread  in  pan.  Bake  25  to 
35  minutes  or  until  toothpick  inserted  in 
center  comes  out  clean;  cool.  Frost  with 
Cream  Cheese  Frosting.  Cut  into  2-inch- 
squares.  Refrigerate  any  remaining 
squares.  24  squares. 

Cream  Cheese  Frosting: 

Beat  1  package  (3  ounces)  cream 
cheese,  softened,  1/4  cup  plus 
2  tablespoons  margarine  or  butter, 
softened,  and  I  teaspoon  vanilla  in 
small  bowl  on  low  speed  until  smooth. 
Gradually  beat  in  2  cups  powdered 
sugar  until  smooth  and  spreadable. 

If  you're  still  swimming  in  zucchini 
(and  you  can't  find  a  big  enough  hole  in 
the  neighbor’s  fence),  big  zukes  make 
great  compost:  use  them  to  fertilize  next 
year’s  garden,  when  you'll  plant  fewer 
and  harvest  earlier.  Right?

Project  Zero,  a  Wayne 
County  Family  Indepen¬ 
dence  Program  (FIP)  aimed 
at  finding  employment  for 
those  on  public  assistance, 
marked  its  first  year.

Mitsubishi  has  a  totally  new 
sport-ute  for  1997. 1  have  tested 
both  the  1996  and  1997-version 
of  this  auto  however,  I  must  say 
that  this  model  year  has  come 
a  long  way. 

The  Montero  Sport  is  sized, 
priced,  and  equipped  to  com¬ 
pete  with  SUV’s  such  as  the 
Jeep  Cherokee,  Isuzu  Rodeo, 
Honda  Passport,  Nissan  Path¬ 
finder  and  Chevy  Blazer. 

This  Montero  is  essentially 
a  rebodied  version  of  the  big 
Montero  of  last  year.  It  uses  the 
same  chassis  with  a  107  inch 
wheelbase  but  is  seven  inches 
shorter  in  overall  height, 
which  makes, this  SUV  feel 
more  sure-footed,  and  less 
likely' to  give  you  the  feeling 
that  it  might  tip  over.  It  is  also 
some  400  pounds  lighter. 

There  are  a  lot  of  differ¬ 
ences  between  the  two  model 
years  for  one,  the  1997  Sport 
version  only  seats  five  instead 
of  seven  and  has  less  cargo 
space.  In  addition  the  new 
Montero  has  lower  prices.  The 
interior  is  just  about  the  same. 
The  seats  are  roomy  and  com¬ 
fortable.  All  of  the  switches 
and  gauges  are  just  where  you 
would  put  them.  The  dash¬ 
board  has  large  gauges  that 
are  easy  to  see,  and  most  con¬ 
trols  are  mounted  high  so  they 
are  easy  to  reach  while  driv¬ 
ing. 

The  stereo,  however,  is 
mounted  low  and  has  small 
controls.  The  cup  holders  are 
useless,  the  holder  itself  is  so 
low  that  when  making  a  turn 
it’s  almost  a  sure  bet  that  you’ll 
lose  your  beverage.  Visibility 
is  good  except  that  the  thick

rear  roof  pillars  can  get  in  the 
way  when  parking  or  changing 
lanes. 

Performance  on  this  auto  is 
good  but  the  acceleration 
power  is  marginal.  It  takes 
what  seems  like  a  day  just  to 
get  up  to  a  normal  cruising 
speed.  And  when  trying  to 
merge  on  the  freeway,  you’d 
better  floor  it!  Montero  is  pow¬ 
ered  by  a  173  horsepower  3.0 
liter  V-6  engine.  I  think  a  V-8 
would  be  more  appropriate. 

Ground  clearance  is  more 


than  sufficient  for  tackling  off¬ 
road  trails,  though  it  also  cre¬ 
ates  a  high  interior  step-in  that 
it  makes  exit/entry  a  chore.
